The Alliance Française in Aruba 
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TRAVELERS are set to face increasing airfare costs due to 
a combination of environmental and aviation taxes, along 
with the contraction of Schiphol Airport. Marjan Rintel, CEO 
of KLM, warns that these factors are driving up ticket prices 
and negatively impacting travelers’ choices. 
Rintel emphasizes the hefty burden of taxes and fees 
imposed on flight tickets, citing an example where a ticket 
to Budapest already incurs a staggering 60% in additional 
costs. 


She attributes this price surge to political actions and the 
growing number of measures proposed for air travel, espe- 
cially during the election campaign leading up to the general 
elections in November. 


Moreover, the controversial reduction in size of Schiphol 


Airport, implemented by the outgoing Cabinet, further 
contributes to the escalating ticket prices. 


Rintel calls on political parties to reconsider the extent of 
national taxes imposed on air travel, stressing their limited 
contribution to sustainability. She contends that such 
measures may lead travelers to opt for alternative airports 
and airlines, undermining environmental policies. 


Despite these challenges, Air France-KLM has reported its 
most successful quarter ever this summer, achieving an 
operating profit of 1.3 billion euros from July to September, 
marking a significant increase compared to the previous 
year. 
Overall, this summer saw profits triple from the previous 
year. 


Air Travel Costs Soar Due to 
Taxes and Schiphol Contraction 
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THE Dutch Cabinet has unveiled plans 
to raise the minimum wage and social 
benefits in Bonaire, St. Eustatius, and 
Saba in response to the recommen- 
dations of the Thodé Committee. The 
committee’s report revealed that one 
in three island residents struggles to 
make ends meet, even though a signifi- 
cant portion of them are employed. 


The 
Thodé 
Committee 
proposed 
raising the monthly minimum wage 
on these islands to $1,750 (approxi- 
mately €1,654), a recommendation 
already approved by the Tweede Kamer 
(the Dutch House of Representatives). 
Additionally, social benefits will see 
a significant increase, significantly 
improving the financial situation of 
many islanders. 


Furthermore, child benefits in the 
Dutch Caribbean will see an increase 
of $90 per child per month, beginning 
in January. This change will raise child 
benefits to $216 on St. Eustatius and 
$225 on both Bonaire and Saba. 


In an effort to alleviate the cost of 
living, the government will introduce a 
subsidy to reduce expenses related to 
water, internet, and energy. An energy 
allowance for individuals with the 
lowest incomes will also be maintained 
in the coming year. 


State Secretary Alexandra van Huffelen 
described these measures as “a signif- 
icant step to improve the quality of 


life for everyone on the islands.” She 
also announced initiatives to enhance 
public transport and provide free 
school meals. 


The move to increase the minimum 
wage is substantial, as the current 
minimum wage stands at $1,236 on 
Bonaire, $1,443 on Saba, and $1,446 
on St. Eustatius. 
To finance these increases in social 
benefits and child benefits, the Cabinet 
has allocated an additional €30 million 
to the islands in 2024, increasing to 


€32 million starting in 2025. 


The Tweede Kamer has earmarked €8.4 
million in the budget of the Ministry 
of Social Affairs and Employment, 
with half of that amount intended to 
compensate employers on the islands 
for 
higher 
personnel 
costs. 
The 
committee’s chairman, Glenn Thodé, 
emphasized the significance of these 
measures in the fight against poverty 
in the Caribbean Netherlands and 
expressed hope for further actions to 
reduce living costs on the islands. 


Cabinet Announces Minimum Wage and 
Benefits Increase in the Caribbean Netherlands 
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ANTÓNIO Guterres, the Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, urged the government of Venezuelan President 
Nicolás Maduro to ensure and respect the political and elec- 
toral rights of its citizens. 


“The Secretary-General is closely monitoring events in 
Venezuela and calls on the authorities to ensure full compli- 
ance and reiterates his call for the good-faith implementa- 
tion of the Partial Agreement on the Promotion of Political 
and Electoral Rights for All, signed in Barbados just a few 
days ago,” stated Guterres’ spokesperson, Stephane Dujarri. 


Guterres’ call, known for his cautious statements, follows 
the victory of opposition candidate María Corina Machado, 
who won the opposition presidential primary with 92.35% 
of the votes (2,253,825) on Sunday, making her the opposi- 
tion’s standard-bearer for the 2024 presidential elections. 


However, Maduro’s government has denounced a “fraud” 
and dismissed the process. The latest bulletin from the 
National Primary Commission (CNdP), the overseeing body 
of the election, reported a participation of at least 2,440,415 
people on Sunday, but the government claims that over 
700,000 people couldn’t participate. 


The Venezuelan prosecutor’s ofÏce has opened an investi- 
gation into the organizers of the self-managed primary for 
alleged crimes, including “usurpation of electoral functions,” 
“usurpation of identity,” “money laundering,” and “associa- 
tion to commit a crime.” 
The international community continues to monitor the situ- 
ation closely, and the outcome of this political standoff will 
have significant implications for Venezuela’s political future. 


UN Secretary-General Calls on Venezuela to 
“Guarantee and Respect” Political and Electoral Rights 
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ARGENTINA is emerging as China’s 
favored destination for investments in 
Latin America, displacing Brazil from 
its long-held position. In 2022, China 
directed $1.34 billion toward Argentina, 
surpassing the $1.3 billion invested in 
Brazil, according to the study by the 
Brazil-China Business Council. 


This 
growing 
closeness 
between 
Argentina and China has led to 
Argentina’s recent inclusion in the 
BRICS group, alongside Brazil, Russia, 
China, India, and South Africa, starting 
in 2024. Furthermore, Argentina has 
joined China’s “New Silk Road” initia- 
tive, becoming the first major Latin 
American economy to do so. 


Even with the possibility of Javier 
Milei, a libertarian candidate critical of 
China, winning the presidential elec- 


tion, experts believe that a rupture in 
the Argentina-China relationship is 
unlikely. Argentina’s presidential elec- 
tions are scheduled for October 22, 
with Sergio Massa, Patricia Bullrich, 
and Javier Milei as the top contenders. 


Although Argentina outpaced Brazil in 
Chinese investments last year, experts 
don’t see this as a long-term trend. 
Argentina’s economic dependence on 
China, owing to the country’s chronic 
lack of dollars and pressing financial 
needs, makes it unlikely for a signifi- 


cant shift. 
Despite this shift, many of the multi- 
million-dollar 
Chinese 
investments 
in Argentina remain unrealized. The 
Argentine economy is seen as unat- 
tractive to Chinese investors due to 
complications such as exchange rate 
disparities and difÏculties in importing 
supplies and machinery. 


If Javier Milei wins the presidential 
election and pursues anti-China rhet- 
oric, experts suggest that a complete 
rupture with China is improbable. 


Brazil’s President Jair Bolsonaro also 
used anti-China rhetoric during his 
campaign, but it did not significantly 
impact the countries’ trade relations. 
However, some concerns remain about 
potential investment projects slowing 
down in the event of Milei’s victory. 


AS the aftermath of Hurricane Otis unfolds in the southern 
state of Guerrero, Mexico, authorities have confirmed that 
the death toll has increased to 39. The Mexican Secretariat 
of Security and Citizen Protection disclosed that among the 
casualties, 29 were men, and 10 were women. Initial reports 
had indicated 27 deaths. 
Hurricane Otis made landfall on the Pacific coast of Mexico 
last Wednesday, causing extensive devastation in the popular 
tourist city of Acapulco. In Acapulco, people in dire circum- 
stances have been allowed and even encouraged to take 
essential items from damaged stores. However, authorities 
have established distinctions about what can be taken, with 
a focus on necessities like water, canned food, and mayon- 
naise while prohibiting the removal of expensive items such 
as appliances. 


Despite government assurances of substantial aid on the 
way, the local population did not wait, depleting the city’s 
largest stores within three days. This widespread phenom- 
enon occurred in plain sight of authorities who, for the most 
part, lacked the resources and will to intervene promptly. 


This situation partly results from a delayed government 
response due to the historic rapid strengthening of Hurricane 
Otis, which unexpectedly escalated from a tropical storm to 
a catastrophic Category 5 hurricane in just 12 hours. 
The aftermath highlights challenges the authorities face 
in addressing crises, whether related to drug violence or 
natural disasters, with limited resources to remedy the situ- 
ation. 
The outlook for these hard-hit areas depends on swift and 
meaningful government assistance as local businesses 
grapple with the urgent need for support. President Andrés 
Manuel López Obrador addressed the issue, urging the 
public not to overindulge. 
However, it is clear that there is a pressing need for interven- 
tion, as citizens in Acapulco continue to grapple with critical 
supply shortages.

AN exhilarating debut that had the city of San Antonio 
buzzing, Victor Wembanyama, the towering 7-foot-3 rookie 
center for the Spurs, showcased his immense potential.

Heavy Wind Gusts and Thunderstorms 
Expected in the Netherlands 
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DUKE Energy, an electric utility company, has announced 
plans to create a clean energy system that will produce, 
store, and utilize 100% green hydrogen in Florida. This 
ambitious project is a collaboration between Duke Energy, 
construction management and consulting firm Sargent and 
Lundy, and General Electric’s unit GE Vernova. The green 
hydrogen production system will be established at Duke’s 
existing facilities in DeBary, Florida. 


Green hydrogen, generated through water electrolysis using 
renewable energy sources, is expected to be a vital compo- 
nent in the decarbonization efforts of various industries, 
particularly in the transportation sector. The demonstra- 
tion project in DeBary will commence construction later this 
year, with an estimated completion time of around one year. 


The system will leverage the power from the existing 
74.5-megawatt (MW) DeBary solar plant, providing clean 
energy to two 1-MW electrolyzer units. This initiative under- 
scores Duke Energy’s commitment to advancing sustainable 


energy solutions and embracing green hydrogen as a clean 
energy source to reduce carbon emissions across industries. 


The development of this end-to-end green hydrogen system 
signifies a significant step towards a more sustainable and 
environmentally friendly energy future in Florida. 


A recent study conducted by researchers at the University 
of Amsterdam (UvA) indicates a decline in climate ambitions 
among Dutch companies. The Dutch Innovation Monitor’s 
latest edition reveals a 4 percentage point decrease in the 
number of businesses aspiring to achieve climate neutrality 
by 2030. On the flip side, more companies are now committed 
to reducing their climate impact to nearly zero by 2050. 


Out of 719 surveyed executives, approximately 56% 
expressed a commitment to achieving an “insignificant 
ecological footprint,” down from nearly 60% in the previous 
edition. The research leader, Henk Volberda, attributes this 
shift to high energy prices and supply shortages, which have 


hindered Dutch companies’ climate ambitions. 
In addition, the study indicates a decreasing level of inno- 
vation within the business sector, with a three-year decline 
in “radical innovations.” Companies appear to be concen- 
trating on making minor improvements to existing products 
and services, possibly due to stafÏng challenges. 
Interestingly, organizations significantly impacted by 
high energy costs are displaying fewer climate ambitions, 
suggesting that the disruptions caused by such challenges 
may lead to a postponement of sustainability plans. The 
government and ICT and service sectors are the most ambi- 
tious when it comes to climate plans, while industries like 
agriculture, logistics, and manufacturing face greater chal- 
lenges in transitioning to sustainable practices. 


The surge in business energy costs, notably following the 
Russian invasion of Ukraine, has further complicated the 
climate ambitions of Dutch companies. Survey participants 
are inclined to distribute these costs among businesses, the 
government, and consumers, with the government shoul- 
dering the largest portion, as indicated by 39% of the exec- 
utives.

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A recent United Nations report issued a stark warning that 
humanity is approaching multiple environmental tipping 
points that pose significant threats to both the environ- 
ment and people.

As the world faces interconnected challenges related 
to biodiversity loss, groundwater depletion, and environ- 
mental degradation, it is essential to implement comprehen- 
sive solutions to protect the planet and secure a sustainable 
future.
